Again 
the allied flanks are standing firm and, while Soissons has heen lost ou 
the west, Eheims is still holding out on the easterly edge of the hattle 
front. 


The chief progress of the Germans revealed in today's official re- 


ports was in the center of their advance, where some three miles ad- 
ditional ground have been covered from Loupeigne, twelve miles north 
of the Marne. to Fere-en-Tardenois. The blunt edge of the German 
wedge is shown to run here from Fere-en-Tardenois, about ten and a 
half miles directly east to Vesilley, eleven and a half miles southwest 
of Rheims. Along this line the Germans are about eighteen miles 
south of the Chemin-Des-Dames, giving them a penetration of approxi- 
mately that distance at the beginning of the fifth day of their offensive. 


Soissons fell to the Germans after a fierce fight in the streets of 


the city for several hours and the French were last reported holding 
tenaciously to the western suburbs. The enemy advance to Soissons 
has not affected greatly the French line eastward from Montdidier 
which the Germans' apparently hope to bend back by their success on 
the Aisne. The former curve in the battle line northwest from 
Rheims has been wiped out and from Soissons eastward the line runs 
southeast and then east into the Champagne. The fight is almost en- 
tirely in territory untouched by the war since 1914.

TV1TH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 30.—Last night pro- 
duced no big infantry action along the 
British front in Flanders.

er—and

can even elevate» the 


worker a little, too. 


"This may. pound socialistic, but T

like that. I just want to see every 
man get his rights. 


"That is the trouble with the Ger- 


man people—they are under the heel

President Wilson formally has pro- 


claimed the day one of public humilia- 
tion, fasting and prayer. Throughout 
the land people are asked to gather at 
their places of worship and pray for 
the victory of the American armies. 


The President's proclamation saya: 
"Whereas, the Congress of the 


United States, on the second day 
of April jast, passed the following 
resolution: 


House of Representatives concur- 
ring) that, it being a duty particu- 
larly incumbent in a time of war 
humbly and devoutly to acknowl- 
edge our dependence on Almighty 
God and to implore his aid and 
protection, the President of the 
United States be and is hereby re- 
spectfully requested to recommend 
a day of public humiliation, prayer 
and fasting, to be observed by the 
people of the United States "with 
religious solemnity .and^ the flffer- 
ing of fervent supplications ft> the 
Almighty God for the safety and 
welfare of our cause, His blessings 
on our aims, and a speedy restora- 
tion of an honorable and lasting 
peace to the nations of the earth. 


"And whereas. It has always been 


the reverent habit of the people of 
the United States to turn in hum- 
ble appeal to Almighty God for 
His guidance in the affairs of their 
commonwealth; now, therefore, I, 
Woodrow Wilson, President of the 
United States of America do here- 
by proclaim Thursday, the thir- 
tieth day of May, already freight- 
ed with sacred and stimulating 
memories, a day of public humilia- 
tion, prayer and fasting, and do 
exhort my fellow citizens of all 
faiths and creeds to assemble on 
that day in their several places of 
worship and there, as well as in 
their homes, to pray Almighty God 
that He may forgive our sins and 
shortcomings as a people and puri- 
fy our hearts to see and love the 
truth, to accept and defend all 
things that are just and right, and 
to purpose only these righteous

What they did was beyond praise. 


When I met these men they were 
just finishing up a piece of construc- 
tion work at a camp in central 
France. It was not an especially In- 
teresting work. Just day labor. But 
when the big push began In March 
these men, being free to move, were 
-sent up to the front to build more 
railroads.
